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JAPAN'S RULER DEAD

MUTSUHITO PASBES AWAY FROM
ILLNESS, WHICH HAB BEEN
ACUTEK BEVERAL DAYS,

FAMILY ARE AT BEDSIDE

Emperor’s Death la 8adly Mourned by
His 8ubjects—Country Has Pros-
pered Under His Relgn—Crown
Prince Yoshihito Ascends Throne.

Tokyo, Japan, July $1.—Tuesday at
12:43 a. m. Mutsuhito, emperor of
Jupan, dled, Acute nephritls was
given ns the cause of death. The
crown prince, Yoshihito, has succeed-
@d to the throne. The crowds outside
the palace contlnued to Increase all
through the night and numbered at
least 10,000 persons at the hour of the
mikado's death,

The emperor had been unconsclous |
sinee dawn Monday morning. From |
that hour hls respiration had become |
contlnually more feeble. He pauadl
away In the presence of the members |
of the imperial famlly and the minis-
ters of state, |

The crown prince wdas overcome.
He remained at the palace In consulta.
tlon with the ministers of state, ar-
ranging for the imperial funeral andl
for the conduct of state affairs, Thol
edlet announcing Yoshihito's succes-
slon to the throne will be published as |
soon as possible.

All the lmpertal princes, who had
been within the vicinity of the emper-
or's palace slnce the beginning of the
gerlous period of his fllness July 19,
were summoned to the slck chamber
Monday evening and remalned there
untll death came.

Mutsuhito, emperor of Japan, pos- |
sessed a personailly of which little is
generally known. Of & qulet, unas-
suming nature, yet possessed of a
will of iron, he accomplished great re-
forms, As & statesman he command-
ed the respect of the natlons of the
world. As a leader of his people in
peace and war he was both loved and
feared. To his virtues they attributed
the victorles over their enemies by
iand and sea. To his wisdom they
credited the advance of anclent Japan
to a place in the front rank of na-
tlons. His relgn began Iin 1867 and
outlasted that of all except two or
three living monarchs.

Waslington, July 31.—The president
sent the following telegram (o the
new Japanese emperor:

“On the sad oceaslon of the death
of hls majesty, the Emperor Mutsu-
hito, your \illustrious father, 1 offer
to your majesty my most profound
sympathy and that of the government
and people of the United States,

“Accept my good wishes for a long
and prosperous reign and the continu-
ance of the welfare of the Japanese
empire, WILLIAM H, TAFT."

slves lined up. It would cut the pres-
ent sugar duty of $1.90 to $1.60; would
abolish the Dutch standard, under
which practically no reflned sugar can
be imported, and would abolish the
T4% cent “reflners' differential,” an ad-
ditional duty on refilned sugar, which,
it Is claimed, has accrued directly to
the profit of the sugar refiners.

It is estimated that the sugar tarlff
reduction, if it becomes ¢ffective, will
reduce government cugtoms recelpts
about $56,600,000, while s gaving In
the retall sugar bill of the nation s
estimated at $20,000,000,

The Demoecratle fres sugar bill
passed by the house did not come to
vote In the senate, The Bristow-T.odge
amendment was firsl adopted in the
commlitee of the whole by a vote of
87 to 25, Henators Thorniton and Fos-
ter of Loulsiana, Democrats, voting
with the Republicans.
